Report Severe Quake 
In Vicinity of Japan 


WEST BROMWICH. Eng. Der 
7—A violent earthquake that shook 
the whole earth for six hours—ac­ 
cording to one leading British seis­ 
mologist—was

have centered in the vicinity of 
Japan on this third anniversary of 
Pearl Harbor. 
J. J. Shaw, veteran West Brom­ 
wich seismologist, said wind trem ­ 
ors made It difficult to trace the 
direction but he expressed a belief 
that is was possibly in Japan, the 
Aleutians or the Kuriles.

Brietly. it is to take an X- 
i ay of the chest This, of course, de­ 
tects only tuberculosis In the lungs. 
Tuberculin*!* pccurs in other organs, 
but It id only tuberculosis of the 
lungs that is the contagious form — 
the spreader of the disease So those 
are tile cases we want to find 
The story of diagnosis of tuber­ 
culosis is a rom antic G rapier in the 
history of scie nce. Only a little over 
hundred years ago. there was no 
objective way of determ ining its 
presence. All the doctors could do 
was guess 
from symptoms. 
And 
symptoms are notoriously m islead­ 
ing in th is disease. 
TTien a young A ustrian, named 
Auenbruegger, the son of an inn­ 
keeper. remembered th a t his father 
used to slap his barrels of wine to 
tell how Mull they were. The chest 
is a good deal like a barrel, so Auen- 
bruegger, when he became a doctor, 
slapped, tapped or percussed chests 
and could tell w hether they were 
sound and air filled or infiltrated 
with s o lid ideations 
T hat was the 
first step in objective diagnosis 
something th a t could be determ ined 
by the physician himself. 
Discovery of Stethoscope 
Then u young Frenchm an, natned 
Laennec. had the inspiration from 
seeing children in the park tele­ 
graphing pin scratches along a see- 
«vw board, of rolling up a sheet of 
paper and putting one end on the 
•hest of a patient and tile other end 
to his ear 
This resulted in the

Then Koch, a country practitioner 
of Wolisteln in East Prussia, found 
that by special staining methods one 
could detect the perfectly charac­ 
teristic germ of tuberculosis in the 
sputum of the affected patient. 
All these m ethods are still useful 
and used, but they have some faults 
from the standpoint of tuberculosis 
up to date. Briefly, the faults are 
that they detect late cases readily, 
early cases with uncertainty. 
Be­ 
cause the disease may be deep and 
be silent m any cases are missed en­ 
tirely. 
The X -ray of the chest makes the 
diagnosis with proper interpreta­ 
tion in nearly IOO per cent of cases 
It can be done on large numbers of 
lieople rapidly with very little ex­ 
pense.

after Pearl Harbor, was worse. Most 
of its ships’ guns could not be ele­ 
vated to fire at an Incoming plane. 
In battle problems before Pearl 
Harbor, the carriers usually were 9 • 
spotted a hundred miles behind the 
battleline and some of their planes 
carried smoke tanks in the bomb 
bay. 
The purpose of the carrier 
planes, an adm iral explained, was i 
mainly "to do the spotting, put 
down smoke screen*, engage enemy 
spotters and perhaps harass the 
enem y”. 
In November. 1942. our battleships 
fired their m ain battery at an enemy i 
surface for^e for the first tim e since 1 
the Spanish-A m erican war. 44 years 
before. 
We had not fought a m odern night 
action until August. 1942. when off 
Savo island a sm all Japanese cruiser 
force almost wiped out our G uadal­ 
canal screening force. We lost four { 
cruisers w ithin m inutes without in ­ 
flicting any appreciable damage to 
the Japanese. 
At our first amphibious landing | 
at G uadalcanal, supply lines tailed ., 
our men were bombarded almost 
nightly, reinforcem ents and replace­ 
m ents did not come, air coverage 
was lacking. 
At A ttu in the Aleutians our Cali­ 
fornia-trained men were not equip­ 
ped with the right Jap-killing took
